The spokesman further stated 
that Garrison had said that in- 
stead of sending a substitute, 
as he has done throughout his 
campaign for re election when 
he was scheduled to address 
the public, the DA wished to 
postpone his talk until he was 
able to appear personally. 

At 8:15 p, m.j the two re- 
porters went to Garrison's home 
at 4600 Owens Blvd. and 
knocked on the door. 

Garrison’s 10-year-old son 
Jasper came to the door and 
said his parents were out. 

Asked when they would be 
back, the boy said he would try 
to find out from his grand- 
mother, who was sitting with 
the DA's children. 

The boy returned and said 
his parents would he home 
“sofE&tmig after 9 o'clock** Fri- 
day night. 

HOSPITAL UNINFORMATIVE 
A call to Hotel Dieu Hospital, 
which Garrison reportedly en- 
tered late last week for treat- 
ment of his back, proved fruit- 
less. 

An operator at the hospital's 
i main switchboard connected one 
of the reporters with the hos- 
pital's information operator. 

Asked what room the DA was 
in, the information operator 
said she had received orders 
not to give out any details 
about him. 

When the information opera- 
tor was asked merely to verify 
whether or not Garrison was a 
patient at the hospital, she re- 
plied, “I have been ordered not 
t 0 reveal anything about him. 
Any information will have to 
come from his office or from 
the hospital administrator, 1 * who 
had left for the night.
